and  Moslems. 

The  M^wleine  wore  killed  hr  the 
police  who  fired  Into  the  mob  after  It 
had  hocomo  uncontrollable. 

The  first  dlnturbancr  waj^  quolioil  by 
the  maRlstrate  of  the  diilt''  who 
dlspsfued  the  Moalema  after  they  had 
Intorfered  with  a  Hindu  procession: 
The  Moslsaas  ngmln  rstumsd  and  at- 
tacked the  msgMrats  and  the  police 
superintendent.  This  was  followed  by 
irenerai  rioting  and  when  the  mob  got 
out  of  control,  the  maglatrate  ordorod 
the  police  to  fire. 

Communal  rioflnic  betwoon  TllndiiJi 
and  Moslems  ha.^  occurred  frequently 
in  recent  months,  the  la«f  riot  taking 
place  In  bombay  on  February  21.  re- 
sulting In  the  deaths  of  three  men  and 
the  wotttjdlng  of  twenty  othera.  Five 
men  wore  killed  In  rioting  in  Indore 
only  the  week  before.

MOW  htiott,  tbc  Provincial  I^egitlaturc 
eonUins  a  ciaatc  which  rails  for  the 
STAVcat  consideration.  The  Govern- 
ment is  •ectningly  concerned  to  recoup 
ksctf  fi>r  any  losses  in  rcvcntit  it  m.iv 
•vffcr  through  reductions  in  the  in- 
come tax  bf  finding  a  new  source  of 
"income"  for  taxiiiR  1  (ttcct  the 
clause  reads  that  "income  shall  be 
deemed  to  include  the  increnent  or 
profit  derived  or  received  from  the 
rale  or  other  disposition  (whether  lor 
monetary  or  other  consideration,  or  in 
.exchanKc  (or  shares  or  property  or 
through  amalgamation  of  interceta,  or 
otherwise)  of  any— 

(a)  Standing  timber  or  timber  limit 
held  in  fee  simple  or  otherwise,  or 
lands  or  timber  netd  by  any  Ichscc  or 
lieenceie  from  the  Crow^  within  the 
purview  of  the  Forest  Act;

It  is  almost  inconceivable  that  any 
Government,  no  matter  how  far  ii 
baa  canvas'scd  ail  other  sources  of 
taxation,  should  perpetrate  such  an 
amendment  to  the  definition  of  "in- 
come" as  the  ahov.  It  is  not  so 
much  the  powers  which  are  given  to 
the  Minister  of  Finance,  and  these 
are  wholly  arl)itrarv,  tliat  matter,  but 
the  principle  that  is  at  stake, 

Ferhape  Mtklag  o*  ka  natvrt  co«t4 
have  been  conceived  more  calculated 
to  atifle  4lvelopment  than  putting  a 
definite  tax,  at  the  rate  of  income  tax, 
on  sales  of  prcip<rtirs  coming  under 
the  heads  of  timber,  mines  and  water 
right*.  'It  means  that  what  a  tnan 
makes  in  a  ItKitim.itc  business  deal 
on  certain  property,  ugon  which  he 
may  hKvl^e){^4cd  tiiitf  and  money, 
is  to  be  s'lbject  to  taxation,  although 
he  may  make  only  one  such  deal  in 
a  lifetime. '  It  means  that  no  accomt 
i^  to  be  taken  of  an ythisf  beyond  the 
actual  increment  on  the  telling  as 
compared  with  the  buying  price.  The 
taxes  that  have  been  paid  in  the  mean- 
time, between  the  time  of  purchase 
add  the  time  of  sate,  are  apparently 

nnt  to  he  taken  into  acroiint.  The 
time  the  property  is  held,  which  means 
the  time  tlie  investor  ie  out  of  the  use 
of  his  capital,  is  a  matter  for  which 
no  provision  is  made  in  the  bill.  It 
is  iniqultotts  legislation,  not  only  half- 
baked,  arbitrary  and  whollv  unnerrs- 
sary,  but  calculated  to  bring  British 
Colombia  into  high  disrepute  as  a  field 
for  itivestnieiit. 

Wc  appeal  to  the  Minister  of 
Finance  to  drop  this  ctittse  from  the 

bill  til  amend  the  Taxation  Act.  We 
can  hardly  believe  that  a  Minister, 
wholias  acquired  a  reputation  for  care- 
ful handling  of  the  finances  of  the 
i'rovince,  can  be  aware  of  the  impli- 
cationa  of  what  is  proposed  in  this 
measure  or  he  would  hardly  \enturc 
to  tolerate  them.

It  is  a  tax  on  futurities  at  best  and 
a  discount  on  profits  whirh  legitimately 
belong,  and  should  belong,  in  their 
entirctir  to  those  who  have  shown  suf- 
ficient faith  in  British  Columbia's  re- 
sources as  to  buy  property,  maylyp 
improve  it,  and  then  sell  it  at  a  profit. 
The  r.ovrrimient  must  be  driven  to 
the  wall  in  the  March  for  new  amirces 
of  taxation  if  It  propeece  to  tnaist  on 
this  clau.sc  remaining  in  the  bill.

Ml  l>ickic  then  went  on  to  show 
that  111  Germany  ordinary  precautious 
are  taken  to  sec  tkat  tke  annual  in- 
crease of  the  forests  keepa  up  with  the 
annual  cut.  and  yet  GermOtty'a  forests 
snial!  Ill  cMeiit  comparod  with 
ilM'Ne  of  Hritiah  Columbia.  Jttto^gmc 
[iMM  i  ^s  of  reforestation  ia  flUiPlid  in 
I'ititand  and  in  Sweden,  whereas  hi 
C  iiiiada  the  forests  are  bctng  CM  down 
without  any  regard  to  the  future^  Mr. 
Dirkic  says  that  "the  greed  of  the 
lumber  people  ia  greater  than  their 
patriotism."  l)e  sayi  that  he  has 
preached  this  doctrine  on  the  floor  of 
the  Hottse  of  Commons  for  five  years 
and  hat  never  accomplished  anything. 
"I  could  take,"  he  said,  "a  luimlx  r  of 
what  are  knows  aa  the  'high  lead' 
outHts  from  BrltMl  Columbia,  with 
five  or  ■>!<(.  hundred  of  our  dritish 
Columi)ia  lumbermen,  and  I  could  go 
throuKh  the  forcsts  of  Germany  as 
reapers  would  go  through  a  field  of 
Kraiii.  Hut  if  wc  attempted  for  one 
day  to  adopt  such  methods  as  are  be- 
ing adopted  in  British  Columbia,  those 
responsible  WOVM  all  be  stood  up 
against  the  wait  at  sunrise  and  shot — 
that  is  those  responsible  for  cutting 
down  our  forests  without  regard  to 
the  people  who  are  to  come  after." 

Mr.  Dickie  also  drew  altention  to 
the  fact  that  last  year  British  Columbia 
exported  out  of  the  country  227,000,- 
000  feet  of  logs  to  the  sawmills  of  the 
United  States  and  Japan.  British 
Columbians  follow  the  logs  to  the 
.Ameriraii  side  to  find  emplovment 
and  help  to  build  up  the  lumber  towns 
in  the  United  States.  The  227.000.000 
feet  of  lumber  that  are  exported  equals 
approximately  the  total  cut  of  aawlogs 
in  New  Brunswick.  "We  are  preach- 
ing against  this  in  British  Columbia." 
he  says,  "but  can  do  nothing,"  and  he 
intimates  that  the  reason  is  because 
a  great  manv  of  our.  forests  are  owned 
or  controlled  by  .\merican  interests 
and  ftiey  arc  shipping  rheirtogs  across 
the  line. 

The  people  of  British  Columbia  are 
practically  a  unit  In  support  of  the 
contentions  that  .Mi  Dickie  puts  for- 
wards. Those  who  do  not  agree  with 
an  embargo  on  raw  logs  are  either 
foreigners  in  our  midst,  owners  of 
timber  lands  who  benefit,  or  politicians 
who  have  certain  interests  to  serve. 
The  campaign  to  bring  about  this  em- 
bargo should  become  an  intensified 
one.  It  is  of  such  vital  interest  to 
the  future  forest  rcsourK  of  the  I'rov- 
ince that  it  might  well  provide  thp 
issue  at  an  election  campaign.  If  it 
did,  and  were  the  people  fully  apprised 
of  all  that  siuh  an  embargo  would 
mean  to  their  future,  there  could  be  no 
4o«bt  of  the  reaolt  of  an  etectiMi  held 
on  such  an  issue.

Scientists  have  discovered,  at  a  date 

if  somewhat  belated,  that  glass  win- 
dows, from  the  standpoint  of  health, 
are  one  of  the  greatest  evils  from 
which  humanity  suffers.  They  do  act 
as  a  prcventitive  to  cold  winds, 
draughts  and  damp,  but  they  only  give 
thr  illusion  of  lipht  and  warmth.  The 
Medical  Research  Council  corroborates 
the  fact  that  when  light  passes  through 
a  window  of  ordinary  glass  it  is  en- 
tirely robbed  of  the  beneficial  ultra- 
violet rays.  It  gives  a  sensation  of 
warmth,  but,  apart  from  this,  it  can 
have  no  effect  on  bodily  efficiency  and 
well-being. 

The  remedy  exists,  however,  for  pro- 
viding both  light  and  the  ultra-violet 
rays  by  the  use  of  Vitaglass,  the  in- 
vention of  a  Birmingham  scientist, 
Mr.  E.  E.  Lamplough.  It  has  been 
installed  in  several  hospitals  in  Great 
Britain  and  in  the  Smethwick  Borough 
Council  Schools.  The  installation,  it 
ia  claimed,  has  had  remarkable  re- 
sults on  the  health  of  the  pupils.  The 
Morning  Post  says  that  Vitaglass 
possesses  the  property  of  transparency 
to  the  curative  ultra  violet  rays  of 
natural  light.  Wc  quote:  "Up  till 
quite  recently  h  had  been  found  that 
<|uartz  or  fused  silica  were  the  only 
known  aubstaoces  that  possessed  this 
property  6f  transparency,  and  their 

hnjli  cost  had  rendered  tin-  luTisibilit v 
of  their  application  to  windows  quite 
prohibitive.   The  cost  M  Vitaglass  is, 

however,  very  little  more  than  ordinar\- 
window  glass,  and  so  the  question  of 
its  installatktn  in  factories  and  indus- 
trial centres  beconea  of  cooeidcrable 
interest."

effective.  The  Minister's  maxim  ap- 
pears to  have  been  that  there  is  a 

time  to  speak  and  a  tiim-  to  remain 
silent.  But  Mr.  Sloan  was  an  cmccI- 
lent  def^rtmcntal  administrator  and  a 
most  astute  politician.

The  qualities  of  the  man  and  the 
politician  considered,  one  need  not 
wonder  that  he  is  weary  and  fain 
would  retire  for  a  period  of  rest  from 
his  political  labors.  The  position  to 
which  the  Government  has  been  re- 
duced in  the  cMtimation  of  the  puhlie 
by  the  Ministers  who  have  been  most 
active  in  directing  the  affairs  of  the 
Province  cannot  b«  very  pleaalag  to 
contemplate  by  a  man  who  is  an  astute 
politiciaiL  The  wonder  therefore  is 
that  Mr.  Sloan  has  not  disavowed  all 
responsibility  for  the  proceedings  in 
the  House  and  retired  absolutely  from 
the  Govcramcnt.  Probably  the  Min- 
ister has  not  uken  such  dnstic  action 
because  of  a  sense  'of  loyalty  to  his 
Leader.  He  knows  that  the  Govern- 
ment is  doomed,  but  he  hesitates  to 
take  any  action  that  might  precipitate 
its  immediate  downfalL  Perhaps  he 
considers  it  his  duty  to  go  dowp  with 

the  ainking  ship.

The  position  of  the  Premier  is  in- 
comprehensible considering  that  he  is 
known  throughout  British  Columbia 
and  Canada  aa  "HoBCat  John."
